TO : Lt. Ool. Idea Van dor Graoht, 



1. In aooordanos with our conversations prior to ay 
departure from Viesba den, I vi sited \fio achat / on the aooond 
day after ay arrival, after haying oBthined Travel Order a 
from the Franoh Liaison Section here, to visit Hoeohet on 
personal business. 

2 . There was no trace of the Georgians in the R^d 
Cross camp, nor were they registered with the Burgsrmeister. 

After a four hour search with the Roo&l officer of the Se~ 
curite mill t air e, I finally found them in a farm house, where 
they have been living as "free men 1 for the last two months, 

5. X told them that 2 had received instructions to 
take them with me, since 12th AG was interested In interro- 
gating them. They told me that they had been in touoh with 
Kedia, Hr. Wat Jen et.al. and that they had helped an agent 
of Lt. Jo lie, who worked with a certain Mr* Dulles. They 
furthermore told se that they were waiting to be picked up 
by Lt. Jolla. I told them that Z did not know who wanted to 
talk to them, but that I knew Lt. Jolis and that they oould 
orientate themselves after beelng interrogated in 12th AG* 

4. It was important that I should take them with me 
on a personal basis, since they had permission to stay to 
Hoeohet, and sines I could not possible legally taka anyone 
out of the French Zone, I talked to the Becurlte Kllitoire 
fellow, told them that they were friends of friends, eto. and 
gave him five gallons of gasoline and received the necessary 
papers to take them out of the Frenoh Zone. 

6. I am holding them here in our EM quarters, where 
they have three rooms on the top floor, I told them that they 
will have to be patient for one week. They have tried to get 
me into several conversations on "Georgian Intelligence ohalas", 
to which I pretented that I did not know what they were talking 
about. I did however tell them, that I oould not see how 

the 0. S. Army was coing to take part on such a partisan liw 
telllgenoe ohain since Russia was our ally. 

6. The following are the four men I picked up: 

Dr. G1W1 Oabllani, Alexander Zomaja, 

Hlohael Alohibaja, Georg Hetrivelli (Mende) 
all of whom' except Medde are Georgians. 
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7. The remainder of the personnel of the ICO 1 b etlll 
l Swltierland, that is: 

Michael Xedla, DJaaall en, Allb*gewi lent emir* 

. am told by the Sedrglaha that It la possible that the Swiss 
alll refuse to givs this group an sxtension of their h n u od 
Tlaa, uhl oh mould foroe them to ooae out* I suggest that vs 
keep close touch with the group in Bwitserland, bo ve oan get 
them too* 



8. X am sure that in spite of everything, the grou} 
knows that it Is OSS who is Inter eeted In them* They are very 
olever, highly cultured, and X again r epeat what X said to fsp* 
per, that ve would prop ably get better results with them, by 
taking them to our cvn establishment* They art only too willing 
to talk, and too willing to work. X ei convinced that ve can 
not use their oontaots in the near east without the group opera- 
ting same* 

9* If you would like me to gst start interrogating them, 
such as getting biographical details eto* please advise* It 
might facilitate your vork up there, if X compile ah interro- 
gation brief, so you can got familiar with the territory* They 
all qpeak Russian, three speak German, the other one French, 
Xeztde has a fair knowledge of English. 

10. Request that you advise me when you will pi ok them
